The 
largest deposit was found in Lake 
Clear, in Death valley, California, 
Whero as high as 4,000 pounds a day 
have been taken out. 

Although these discoveries cheap- 
ened the price of the article very 
materially and broughtit into much 
more general use, it was not until 
1880 that it was discovered that the 
oxide of boron combined with soda 
would make pure borax. As both ot 
these substances are found in great 
quantifies in many parts of the 
world borax has become a very com- 
mon commodity, and instead of 30 
cents a pound, for which it sold in 
1880, it is selling in Chicago today 
for 6 cents a pound. While borax is 
used now in the manufacture of a 
great many articles it is finding its 
way rapidly into the arts, which is 
shown by the increase in production. 
The output for the first four months 
of 1895 was 4,550,000 pounds, as 
compared with 3,520,000 pounds for 
the same period of last year, an in- 
crease of about 30 per cent
